He has been Clerk of the 
Caurte at Fletningtoti and 
other Victorian courses for 25 
yean. 

He can't even begin to guess 
how many thousands of horses 
hf IliU helped shepherd into 
line for firm* on 3000 races, 
including 25 Melbourne and 
8 Caulfield Cups.

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Born at Wodonga, Victoria, 
he comes from what he de- 
scribes as a "horsy" family. 

"My father, Joe McGaHm, 
was breaking m horses from 
17 to 70, and my mother was 
a Lloyd, a family of cham- 
pion riders," he said. 

Jim McGaffin himself star- 
ted breaking horses when he 
was 13 and continued until 
a few years ago, handling on 
an average 100 horses a year. 

In his younger days he broke 
in 80 per cent, of the year- 
lings which pasted through the 
sale ring in Melbourne. 

He has'' lost couni of the 
hundreds of horses he has 
led in as winners of big 
races in Melbourne that he 
first knew as high-spirited 
babies handed over to him 
for education. 

Rode for Prince 

But there's one that he 
broke in that he'll never for- 
get — Skiplon, whom he led in 
as the winner of the V.R.C. 
Derby and the Melliounie Cup 
in 1B+I. 

That year the Melbourne 
Cup was not "just another 
race" lo Jim McGaiTm 

Harse-breaking and his 
Clerk of die Course work at 
Fleminglon, Caulfield, Moo- 
nee Valley, Wrrribee, Morn- 
ington, Seymour, and Kilmurc 
are only a part nf this horse- 
loving horseman's life 

When the Prince of, Wales, 
now the Duke of Windsor, was 
in Australia in 1921 Jim shared 
the rough-riding champion ship 
of Australia wilh his cousin, 
Ned Lloyd, in ihe big event 
pui on specially for the Prince 
in ihe Exhibition Grounds in 
Melbourne- 
He had seven trips lo India 
with the Gove Brothers, of 
Melbourne, in the dayj when 
ihey shipped remounts, polo 
ponies, and hacks, 1000 at a 
time, from Ausiralia lo India. 

"The rajahs would rome to 
lake their pick and I would 
ride the horses and ponies to 
show their pares," he said. 

He played nolo and went 
duck-shooting with the Prince 
of Wales and Earl Mount- 
batten on one of those trips 
to India in 1922. 

And he's done some amateur 
riding . "with a fair bit of 
success," he admit*. 

Somewhere in between Jim 
McGaffin found time to plav 
football for St, Patrick's, 
Albury, in the Ovens-Murray

She started campaigns. She 
went I too i house tu house.

She tried lo gel the Coun- 
cil to establish a children's 
playground — and a factory 
was put on the site instead. 

She helped form a progress 
association, became its sec- 
retary, wnrked Inng hours to 
get 16(H) people id sign a 
petition.

"T was the only woman on 
the Council, and as an alder- 
man 1 was In a stronger posi- 
tion to fight — and I con- 
tinued to tight with wonderful 
help from hundreds of people 
until we won. 

Mrs. Millard says that what 
she and all those who have 
helped her have done is to 
illustrate how society should 
function. 

"People everywhere, and 
particularly women, are far 
too apathetic. They won't 
protest, won't try to get things 
done, won't fight to alter things 
that a re wrung. 

r "Oh, what can you do 
about it?' is a dreadful cry in a 
democratic society. 

"We have shown thai citi-

"'Right through this cam- 
paign my motto has been: "If 
God be tor us, who can be 
against IB.' " 

Mrs. Hillard smiled, took 
off her apron, smoothed her 
hair, and added: 

"I suffer (roin anaemia, t 
(eel dead beat. 

"But now ihe real pressure's 
off 1 might have a chance to 
get the house tidy, talk lo my 
husband about other things 
than clauses and sub-sections, 
do some sewing, ptay my 
ptano, and read a novel." 

Photographer Ron Berg and 
I were alKHlt to leave when a 
terrific thumping started in 
the neat room — Mrs. Hillard s 
bedroom. 

"Don't worry about that," 
she said, "that's only Fluffy 
and Frisky, my daughter's 
white rabbits.

"t heir burrow in tbe lack- 
yard got blocked and my hus- 
band had lo dig them out 
before they starved. They've 
been so scared ever sinre they 
won't leave under my bed."

And 
the (tunnels, which no one 
ever admitted were anything 
other than Paris-inspired, were 
darting affairs with "flirta- 
tion" rihbonf, fitted well over 
the "waterfall" coiffures. 

Some of the older women 
wore Windsor caps, a style set 
hy Queen Victoria,' the 
"Widow of Wmdsor " 

Later the full crinoline (rave 
■"■■ay to the bustle, which was 
"tten worn with a train. And 
Ihk type of dressing survived 
into the 'eighties, 
n But from the 'eighties an 
'armor of prudery" took over, 
and the feminine figure be- 
am* a "„iid nf 
™««iry draped in flap™ and 
sackings." 

Thli lajied till the women, 
"mng of this encasement in 



whalebone and bustle, fol- 
lowed the lead of Alexandra, 
Frinrcss of Wales, and started 
wearing .straight skirls with an 
emphasis on sleeves, which 
often were the shape and- size 
of a substantial leg of mutton. 

Then came the famous 
"Naughty 'Nineties," a well- 
dressed era. 

Women began using "paint" 
and powdrT much mure, hair- 
styles changed, and with the 
discovery of a way to sew 
.straw cam* the new straw 
hats. 

Most women followed the 
Princes! of Wales and wore 
theirs tilted forward, but gayr 
girli tilted them hack and 
low on the heart, with "Cadct- 
gan" bows for trimming. 

The fashionable matrons 
varied the scene with the 
Rubens and Rembrandt 
straws, trimmed with big 
leathers, weeping plumes, and 
aigrettes. 

Cup crowds on the lawns 
during these years showed the 
most lavish milliners' so far 
paraded at Flemington. 
At this 'true beauty parlors 



women began to use make up 
extensively. 

The Afarrd wavp made its 
appearance then, too, much to 
the advantage of the Plain 
Janes who'd resisted Mtfjsrifl 
their hair with hot tongs, and 
the Gibson Girl brought the 
blouscd Eon and sweeping skirt. 

And what of male Fashion 
during these years? 

It also had many changes. 

For 20 years after 1 86 1 
Flemington saw mostly 
bearded main in (rockcoai*. 
anil toppers. 

In the Eighties, the beards 
i[avc wav to luxuriant, !.r< <"- 
covering moustaches, and 
striped trousers and black 
broadcloth coats became 
popular, with black silk top- 
pers and multi-folded satin ties. 

I his fashion has never gone 
out, and still threatens the 
grey ensemble that was nnce 
almost universal for the wcl- 
dressed man. 

These were undtmhtidlv 
fashion's gayest veafs. and 
Flcminetnn never looked more 
colorful. 

Came World War I, 
and feminine fashions 



ceased to demand that women 
look like 'perfect ladies." 
leisure time was limited, and 
with the more practical clothes 
women suddenly discovered 
they had arms, legs, and even 
knees. 

In the 1920s, when chemises 
became the vogue, along with 
straight-up-and-down figu.res 
and clothe hats, Flemington 
saw its dowdiest years. And it 
has never quite recovered. 

Though front time to time 
designers huve brought m 
exotic styles, the 'twenties es- 
tablished uniformity in femi- 
nine dressing. 

Today, as for the past 20 
years, suits — light or dark, 
silk or wool and long coats 
of light fabrics have domin- 
ated Flemington's landscape. 

By 1910 women were feeling 
the influence of fashions from 
the Caribbean. 

Nassau contributed the 
"planter" hat. and there was 
the Tdontcgn siraw with its flat 
crown and wide brim. 

Shallower :ind shallower be- 
camr ihr crowns, wider and 



wider the brims, till arms 
ached at Flrmingtnn from the 
effort to keep hat and head to- 
gether. 

Perhaps that was why in the 
1940s the craie for small hats 
came and lasted. 

Snoods, sailors, tri corns, 
doll's hats, pust ilions, and any 
sh:ipe that was diminutive were 
"right" for smart hcadwear. 

World War II brought more 
austerity, hut it wasn't much 
later linn the "Nrw Ijook" 
brightened the horimn and 
brought back the busomy 
fienre 

The l9A0s brought another 
change in the fashion stakes — • 
this time austerity, combined 
with smartness and neatness. 

This year the traditional 
four-day Cup meeting should 
carry the scene hack to the 
chemise era ol (he 1920s. 

Rut whether women solidly 
follow the chemise, trapeze, 
and Empire lines, or stay con- 
servatively waisted, the Flem- 
ington fashion parade is certain 
to be its usual crowd- pleaser.

THE briiic was lo write that 
book, Today, a century later, 
she occupies a high pinnacle in 
history as plain Mrs. Bee ton, 
writer of the famous Book of 
Household Management. 

Berton's love story ranks with 
the mojl poignant ol them all, She sus- 
tained »n erratic, brilliant genim only 
to sec him crash tnwardf, ruin as she 
died, only 38 years old, mxjii after giving 
birth to her fount] child. 

Her h inland was led with his re- 
morse and the fear that he had killed 
her with his problem;, 

tlabclls Breton was the eldest child 
of Elizabeth Majsuu, who was left a 
widow with four children in her early 
thirtici, 

The young widow, incurably roman- 
tic, "rlopcd" with a former suirnr, 
Henry Dorling, himself 3 widower with 
four children, to Gretna Green, where 
they were married over the anvil 

Overnight Bella became ihr eldest 
of eight, and over the years, as new 
babies arrived, the eldest of 21. 

Hrnry Dorling was a rich printer. 
And as Clerk of Epsom Racecourse 
he helped Lord George Ben ti nek, the 
Napoleon of English raring, clear the 
turf of rogues and tricksters. 

When Ik.rimg bought the lease of uV 
tpiotn grandstand, his wife lent her 
mll-srmving horde of children to live 
'''iV s ** tcr "cssic, aod Granny 

(Mrs, Dorling's mothcTJ can lock after 
them," she said. 

Thus, as a child, the future Mrs. 
Bceton became the "mother" of an out- 
s«c family.

a young upstart, a pauitiler liable to 
over-reach himself. 

lie made Sam so uncomfortable that 
he refused to join Bella in the Dor- 
ling box on fclpKum'ii Derby Day. 

Risen the first, Rclla bolstered Sam's 
coufidenre. When hi- despaired about 
his new Boys' Own Magazine, which did 
not start too well, she wrote him: 
"Tilings will not be as had ,19 people 
make out. As long as you have a 
head on your shoulders you will man- 
age to scrape a living somehow," 

Only once did she have doubts. "Do 
□nt be too sanguine," she wrote. "Do 
not look forward to (00 much happiness 
for fear of being; .disappointed in me.' 

Meanwhile-, Bella learned all she 
could about household management. 
She studied domestic science, took les- 
sons from a noted pastrycook, which 
was considered bold and not quite 
the thing for an upper middle-class 
girl in those stuffy Victorian days. 

As the wedding apprnachrd Samuel 
Berton reached a business crisis. He 
worked on his nerves, was on the verge 
of a collapse. "My only hope of being 
saved is you!" he wrote. 

Eight bridesmaids 

She replied, assuring him she "loved 
him better and more fondly than ever 
one being did another." 

He was jealous of her family. "In 
a short while you will have the entire 
management of me," she told him, "and 
I can assure you you , will find me 
a most dorilc, yielding pupil." 

The sun shone for the wedding on 
July ID, 1BS6. Bella had eight brides- 
maids Her white silk gown was 
llnutirrd to the waist. Each flounce 
had been worked in a different design 
by one of hrr sisters. 

The reception was held in the grand- 
stand. Bella and Sam drove down 
the course, like a Royal couple, before 
leaving for their honeymoon in Europe 

Within a year Bella Ileeran had borne 
and lost her first son. She fought her 




grief by working on her The Book 
of Household Management. 

She had much opposition. Her great- 
est friend warned her ,1 gainst It: "Cook- 
ery is a science learned only by long 
experience and years of study, which, 
of course, you have not had." 

Bella, with nearly ten years' experi- 
ence looking after a horde of children, 
shrugged tiff the advice. 

Sam, mnst devoted of husbands, asked 
his thousands of readers in the r'.ng- 

lishwc m's Domestic Magazine 10 

send inn- their recipes. 

Bella combed the hooks of the great 
French gourmets. Her old headmistress 
at Heidelberg .sent her books of Ger- 
man recipes. Chefs of great lords de- 
tailed their choicest dishes. 

Thc kitchen of the lire ion home at 
Pinner, where Bella employed a cook, 
parlormaid, and gardener, hummed 
lihr a factory, for nothing; wcnl into the 
boob untried. 

Bella wrote also of the care of chil- 
dren, of the sick, points of etiquette, 
the duties of servants. She described 
not only how to cook meat but the 
habits of thc animals. She even de- 
M-ribed the private life of the lobster. 

Soup for the poor 

The poor of firmer idolised her. The 
winter of 185B was hard. Ghildren with 
basins, jugs, and billy-cans lined up 
at the Becion kitchen for nourishing 
soup, which still figures in the book 
as "soup for benevolent purposes." 

And all the while she was helping 
Sam. Shr translated novels from the 
French fur his magazine, wrote the 
fashion notes and hints on home dress- 
making^ and revised proofs. 

Sam gTaspcd at success. He launched 
The Queen, the Momleur de la Mode, 
a Dictionary of Universal Information. 

And, as Henry Dorling predicted, he 
over-rcacied himself. 

Hr was persnnally extravagant, 
launched gTandiose schemes for expan- 
sion. When he needed money he went 
to the great banking firm of Overend 
Gviinr-y. 

Sam lived in a fools' paradise. Soon 
the crash come. 

He iiL-cded inure money. Overend 
Gurney, he found, were iu difficulties 
themselves. Voung Samuel Beeion was 
slowly forced towards the financial 
clutches of a rival firm. 

Bella, who had lost a second son and 
given birth 10 a third, was again near- 
ing confinement. 

While Sam panicked, she kept her 
head. Full of energy, radiating confi- 
dence, she went mast days In the rilv 
lo pass prnofs and layouts, and stave 
off creditors. 

She worked practically 10 the hour 
of her confinement, correcting the final 
proofs of her Dictionary of Cooking, 

She gave birth to a fine boy, but 
puerperal Tever set in. 

The illness roincidrd with a crisis in 
Sam's financial affairs. 

Against advice, he entered Bella's 
room and poured out his banking 
troubles in the hope thai she would 
show hint the way out. 

1 1 was beyond her. Isabella Breton 
died a few days later, on February E, 
IB63. leaving Sam alone with his re- 
morse. 

Some biographers arc glad she was 
spared the worry of seeing Sam 
swamped for a white in the downfall 
af the great Overend Cumey hank 

It is more likely that, had she lived, 
she would have dragged him from near 
ruin back lo success like the brilliant, 
gallant, gay little fighter she was.
